6. To see what sum of money, if any. the town wil] 
vote to raise to pay the Groveton Electric Light Co. for 
lighting the streets of Groveton village for one year, 
from April Ist, 1901. : 

7. To see ii the town will vote to- have a liquor 
agent. 

8. To see if the town will vote to.put in the pro- 
posed system of sewerage designed by Geo. H. Allen in 
1896, and issue bonds not to exceed twenty thousand 
dollars to pay for the same. , 
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9. To see if the town will vote to purchase the water 
system now owned by the Northumberland Water Co., 
at a reasonable price, and bond the town to pay tor the 
same, or bond the town for a sum not to exceed forty 
thousand dollars for the purpose of putting in a water 
system to be used for town, fire, and domestic purposes, 
to be owned and operated by the town of Northumber- 
land. } 


10. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
vote to raise to build and repair sidewalks for the ensu- 
ing year. 


11. Tosee what sum of money, ii any, the town 
will vote to raise for the support of the public library 
above what is required by law. 

12. Tosee what sum of money, if any, the town 
will vote to raise to build a receiving tomb in the cem- 
etery near the camp ground. 


13. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will vote to raise for the observance of Memorial Day. 


14. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
two hundred dollars for the purpose of putting a roof 
over the foot bridge and repairing the piers of the same. 


15. To see if the town will vote to adopt the pro- 
visions of chapter one hundred and twenty-four of the 
public statutes of the State of New Hampshire. 


16. To see if the town will vote to discontinue that 
portion of the old highway, leading from Groveton vil- 
lage to Stark on the northerly side of the Ammonoosuc 
river, commencing at the southerly intersection of the 
new highway laid out and built by the selectmen in 
October, 1900, on land of Mrs. Robert Atkinson, thence 
in a northerly direction to the intersection of the new 
highway near Jonathan pond brook bridge, so called, 
on land of Soule Bros., meaning that portion of the old 
highway for which the new highway is a substitute.

The above estimate for highways is somewhat 
higher than usual, owing to the condition of the little 
bridge, so called, near EK. I. Bean’s. The road agent 
reports this bridge in bad condition, and that it will 
most likely have to be rebuilt during the coming’ season. 
The interests of true economy would seem to demand 
that the abutments should be built of stone. To do 
this and renew the stringers and planking and raise and 
straighten the bridge and put on a good safe railing 
would probably cost $250. It is also thought advis- 
able by many of the tax payers to raise a small amount 
of extra money to apply coal ashes to some of the 
sandy places along the river road. It is recommended 
that the unexpended balance of the sewer fund raised in 
1896, and as shown in the report to be #512 40, be 
transferred to build and repair sidewalks, unless the 
town votes to put in a sewer system. This sum of 
itself would do very little toward putting in sewers, but 
would make a good showing toward repairing the exist- 
ing walks, (which badly need a dressing of concrete), 
and would also do some new work where the abuttors 
were willing to pay a part of the expense. An annual 
appropriation of $500 for a few years would soon equip 
the whole village with a good system of sidewalks. In 
the absence of any report from the trustees of the pub- 
lic hbrary, we would earnestly recommend that an ap- 
propriation of one hundred dollars be made for this 
worthy institution, in order that it may be removed to 
more commodious quarters, and financially assisted by 
the public spirited ladies of the V. I.8., be utilized as a 
combined library and reading room. The amount of 
“money required for schools, supplies, repairs ete., will 
probably be recommended by the school board.

In the town report of 1900 only the treasurer's re- 
port appeared; no report was rendered by the School 
Board. That report showed a balance of $602 10 in 
his hands; but there were outstanding accounts unset- 
tled to consume that amount, so the School Report of 
1901 shows only the expenditures of the present Board. 


We would call the attention of the voters to the 
necessity of some needed repairs on the school house in 
District No.3. Tf a new school house is not built dur- 
ing the ensuing year, it will be necessary to expend 
quite a sum of money on the house to make it comfor- 
table for teachers and and scholars for future use. We 
therefore reccommend that the sum of one thousand 
dollars be raised at the annual meeting to be applied to 
the needed repairs on said building.
